The  First  Presbyterian  Church  of  Raleigh 

Was  organized  on  Sabbath,  January  21,  1816,  by  Rev. 
William  McPheeters,  who  had  been  from  June,  1810, 
occupying  the  position  of  Principal  of  the  Raleigh  Acad- 
emy and  Pastor  of  the  city.  On  this  occasion  Messrs. 
William  Shaw,  Thomas  Edmonds,  William  Peace  and 
John  Smith  were  chosen  and  solemnly  ordained  as 
Ruling  Elders.  The  membership  of  the  organization 
embraced  about  forty  persons,  with  their  families.  The 
congregation  took  steps  at  once  to  erect  a  church.  A 
lot  was  purchased  at  the  southwest  corner  of  the  inter- 
section of  Salisbury  and  West  Morgan  streets.  On  this  lot 
a  large  brick  church  was  built,  and  was  dedicated  to  the 
service  of  Almighty  God  on  February  7,  1818,  only  two 
years  after  the  organization,  with  services  conducted  by 
the  Pastor,  Rev.  William  McPheeters,  assisted  by  Rev. 
James  Turner,  of  Fayetteville,  and  Rev.  J.  Witherspoon, 
of  Hillsboro.  The  cost  of  the  church  was  $17,000,  which 
was  a  large  sum  at  that  early  time  to  be  raised  by  a 
church  of  about  forty  members  and  paid  in  two  years 
time.  The  edifice  was  completed  free  of  debt,  and  was 
in  use  about  seventy  years,  when  it  gave  place  to  the 
present  handsome  structure. 

The  Sunday  School  or  Lecture  Room  was  built  in 
1825,  and  was  used  until  1897,  when  it  was  removed  in 
order  to  begin  work  on  the  new  edifice. 

Dr.  McPheeters  resigned  1830  as  pastor  of  the  church, 
but  continued  to  serve  as  supply. 

In  November,  1836,  Rev.  Drury  Lacy,  then  Pastor  at 
New  Bern,  was  called,  and  was  installed  in  January, 
1837.     Dr.  Lacy  resigned  in  1855,  and  was  succeeded  by 


Rev.  Joseph  M.  Atkinson,  D.D.,  who  was  a  beloved  Pastor 
for  about  twenty  years,  until  1876. 

Rev.  Dr.  Vaughn,  of  Virginia,  served  as  stated  supply 
until  about  1879,  at  which  time  a  call  was  made  to  Rev. 
John  S.  Watkins,  D.D.,  who  accepted,  and  under  whose 
ministry  the  church  made  great  progress.  He  resigned 
in  1892  to  accept  a  call  to  the  church  in  Spartanburg, 
South  Carolina.  , 

Rev.  Eugene  Daniel,  D.D.,  formerly  of  Memphis,  Tenn., 
became  Pastor  October,  1892,  and  remained  until  October, 
1902,  and  is  now  pastor  of  the  Presbyterian  church  in 
Lewisburg,  W.  Va.  He  was  followed  by  Rev.  Alfred  H. 
Moment,  D.D.,  who  was  installed  May  1,   1904. 

It  was  under  the  successful  pastorate  of  Dr.  Daniel 
that  a  movement  was  begun  in  the  interest  of  the  new 
church.  In  September,  1893,  the  session  formally  ap- 
proved it,  and  after  two  years  a  public  meeting  of  the 
congregation  was  called,  September  15,  1895,  at  which 
time  it  was  decided  to  build  at  once. 

At  this  meeting  nine  thousand  dollars  were  subscribed, 
and  a  Building  Committee  and  a  Finance  Committee 
were  appointed,  under  whose  management  the  pledges 
were  increased  to  about  $18,000,  and  a  church  and 
Sunday  School  building  to  cost  about  $22,000  was  agreed 
upon. 

Plans  were  adopted  and,  on  November  4,  1896,  the 
contract  was  awarded  to  George  W.  Waring,  for  a  cash 
payment  of  $20,000  and  use  of  material  from  the  old 
church.  This  sum  did  not  include  seats,  furnaces,  chan- 
deliers, carpets,  etc.,  and  was  increased  by  some  changes. 
Work  was  begun  on  the  Sunday  School  portion  of  the 
building  March,  1897,  which  was  completed  and  accepted 
January  10,  1898,  and,  on  Wednesday,  January  26,  1898, 
it  was  occupied  for  the  first  time. 
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Financial  arrangements  were  completed  September, 
1898,  and  the  contractor  was  requested  to  begin  work 
on  the  main  building.  At  his  request,  it  was  postponed 
until  April,  1899,  when  the  old  building  was  removed 
and  work  of  rebuilding  begun  June,  1899.  The  building 
was  completed  and  accepted  July,  1900,  and  was  first 
occupied  and  dedicated  September  16,  1900,  just  five 
years  from  the  day  on  which  the  congregation  decided 
to  build,  and  made  the  first  pledge  of  funds  for  the 
purpose. 

The  main  auditorium  has  seats  for  six  hundred,  and 
can  accommodate  with  chairs  seven  hundred  and  fifty. 
The  Sunday  School  room  seats  four  hundred,  making 
full  capacity  about  eleven  hundred.  The  church  con- 
tains a  number  of  handsome  windows,  a  valuable  organ 
and  communion  table,  memorials  of  valued  officers  and 
members.  The  original  bell  is  yet  in  use.  The  entire 
cost  of  the  property  (exclusive  of  ground,  including  all 
furnishing),  was  about  $36,500,  which  has  been  paid  in 
full  by  the  congregation. 

The  growth  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  church,  which 
was  made  possible  by  the  enlarged  accommodations,  and 
the  energy  of  the  Superintendent  and  his  associates,  has 
been  very  gratifying,  and,  with  the  increased  attendance 
on  church  services,  should  amply  repay  the  congregation 
for  all  sacrifices  made  by  the  subscribers  to  the  building 
fund. 

The  Pastor,  Rev.  Alfred  H.  Moment,  D.D.,  came  as 
stated  supply  March,  1903,  and  was  called  as  Pastor 
March,  1904.  Under  his  efficient  ministry  all  church 
work  was  vigorously  prosecuted,  and  the  membership  in- 
creased. 

This  pastorate  was  closed  by  the  death  of  Dr.  Moment, 
which   occurred   October   5,    1907.     His   remains   rest   in 


Oakwood  Cemetery,  in  this  city,  beneath  a  handsome 
monument,  which  was  erected  by  his  many  friends  con- 
nected with  the  Raleigh  church,  which  he  served  so 
faithfully. 

Early  in  the  year  1908  a  call  from  the  church  was 
extended  to  Rev.  W.  McC.  White,  D.D.,  Pastor  of  the 
Second  Presbyterian  Church  of  Petersburg,  Va.,  which 
was  accepted.  Dr.  White  entered  on  his  duties  April  1, 
1908,  and  was  installed  as  Pastor  Wednesday  evening, 
May  6,  1908,  by  Rev.  F.  W.  Farries,  D.D.,  and  Rev.  J.  A. 
McClure,  of  Albemarle  Presbytery. 

The  pastorate  has  been  attended  by  marked  success 
and  with  many  additions,  both  by  profession  of  faith 
and  by  letters.  The  membership  reported  to  spring 
meeting  of  Presbytery  is  487.  This  includes  56  non- 
resident members  and  33  members  received  at  Mount 
Pleasant,  at  which  place  we  have  a  church  building, 
and  where  it  is  expected  that  a  church  organization 
will  soon  be  effected.  Through  the  efforts  of  this 
church  there  has  been  organized  a  Presbyterian  church 
at  Apex. 

During  the  year  1908  an  organization  of  the  male 
members  of  the  Raleigh  church  was  effected,  for  the 
purpose  of  doing  mission  work  in  Wake  County.

There  are  487  members,  which  includes  33  residing 
at  Mount  Pleasant  and  56  non-resident. 

The  Sabbath  School  is  intended  and  is  expected  to 
embrace  every  member  of  the  church  and  congregation. 
It  occupies  a  handsome  and  convenient  portion  of  the 
church  property,  which  was  carefully  arranged  for  its 
comfort  and  convenience. 

The  Library,  which  is  the  joint  property  of  the  Sun- 
day School  and  the  church,  is  intended  for  the  use  of 
all  members  of  the  congregation.  It  contains  about  one 
thousand  volumes. 

FINANCE. 

The  Envelope  Budget  System  has  been  used  for  many 
years  with  great  satisfaction  and  success.  By  this  plan 
the  weekly  contributions  are  expected  to  furnish  a  fund 
sufficient  to  meet  all  the  current  expenses  of  the  church, 


including  the  apportionment  for  the  various  benevolent 
and  missionary  causes  (which  have  always  been  met 
and  paid  in  full ) .  The  Pastor's  salary  is  paid  promptly 
every  month. 

The  contributions  for  Foreign  Missions  are  entirely 
voluntary,  and  without  pledges.  Each  member  who  de- 
sires to  contribute  is  furnished  with  52  Blue  Envelopes, 
to  be  used  as  convenient,  and  to  be  deposited  in  the  col- 
lection plates  on  Sunday.  The  Budget  is  relieved  of  this 
object.  At  the  end  of  each  month  the  amount  is  sent  to 
the  Mission  Committee  at  Nashville.  It  is  expected  that 
this  plan  will  increase  the  contribution  for  the  Foreign 
work. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  contributions,  the  church 
is  frequently  called  upon  for  special  objects.  The  en- 
tire support  is  obtained  from  voluntary  offerings  of  the 
congregation,  the  great  majority  of  whom  give  liber- 
ally and  as  they  have  been  blessed  of  the  Lord.  No 
other  means  of  raising  money  for  church  obligations 
is  used  or  permitted. 

The  success  of  the  budget  plan  has  been  made  possi- 
ble by  the  faithful  and  energetic  work  of  the  Deacons, 
who  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  obtain  pledges  from 
the  congregation,  to  be  paid  weekly  during  the  year,  for 
an  amount  sufficient  to  meet  obligations,  and  when  paid 
as  promised  each  Sunday  morning  the  Treasurer  is  able 
to  pay  all  amounts  as  they  become  due. 

This  plan  does  not  prevent  individual  contributors 
from  making  special  or  extra  contributions  to  any  ob- 
ject in  which  they  feel  an  interest. 

PEWS. 

The  pews  of  the  church  are  all  free.  Visitors  may 
feel  at  home  in  any  of  them.     Yet  families   sit  in  the 
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same  pew  as  far  as  possible.  This  is  well  for  many 
reasons,  especially  that  parents  may  have  their  children 
sit  together  with  them  during  service,  which  is  highly 
important.  However,  it  is  often  necessary  to  surrender 
a  favorite  seat,  and  in  a  crowded  church  much  forbear- 
ance, courtesy  and  charity  should  be  shown.  The  end 
seat  occupant  should  remember  to  be  as  polite  in  the 
Lord's  house  as  in  his  own  parlor.  Ushers  will  assist  in 
seating  the  congregation  at  all  the  services. 

STRANGERS. 

All  are  urged  to  be  mindful  of  strangers.  "Be  cour- 
teous." "Ye  know  the  heart  of  a  stranger,  seeing  ye 
were  strangers" — at  some  time  in  some  other  church. 
Then  "Whatsoever  ye  would  that  men  should  do  to  you, 
do  ye  even  so  to  them."  On  the  other  hand  strangers 
in  our  midst  are  requested  not  to  be  too  sensitive  to 
seeming  neglect.  A  very  large  proportion  of  our  con- 
gregation is  composed  of  strangers  and  transients.  And 
the  one  next  you  may  himself  be  a  stranger  wondering 
why  you  do  not  notice  him. 


It  is  hoped  that  every  new  member,  coming  into  fel- 
lowship with  us,  will  soon  find  a  place  and  a  part  in 
the  church  life  and  work.  The  different  departments 
are  all  open,  and  glad  to  have  recruits.  Do  not  hesitate 
to  make  known  your  willingness  to  work,  and  the  work 
your  heart  inclines  you  to.  Without  waiting  for  an  ex- 
press invitation,  speak  to  any  of  the  officers  of  what- 
ever department  you  prefer,  and  a  welcome  awaits  you 
in  it. 

During  the  entire  history  of  this  church,  covering 
nearly  one  hundred  years,  the  choir  has  maintained  the 
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confidence,  love  and  esteem  of  the  congregation.  It  has 
been  composed  almost  entirely  of  officers  and  members 
of  the  church,  and  it  was  for  many  years  under  the  man- 
agement and  direction  of  Professor  Bauman,  who  was 
an  Elder  in  the  church,  and  of  Mrs.  M.  P.  Bauman. 
A  valuable  organ,  the  gift  of  the  Young  Ladies'  Auxil- 
iary, assisted  by  Mrs.  W.  C.  Kerr  and  other  friends,  adds 
greatly  to  the  music  portion  of  the  worship. 
Miss  Sadie  C.  Duncan  is  Organist.

In  December,  1872,  an  Infant  Class  of  7  little  children 
under  8  years  old  was  formed  by  Mrs.  M.  P.  Bauman, 
which  was  the  beginning  of  the  now  nourishing  Pri- 
mary Department.  This  department  has  grown  and 
prospered  with  the  growth  of  the  church  and  at  present 
numbers  162  members — 52  on  the  Cradle  Roll,  25  in  the 
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Beginner's  Class  (ages  from  3  to  6  years),  and  85  in  the 
advanced  grade   (ages  from  6  to  11). 

Mrs.  M.  P.  Bauman  has  the  supervision  of  this  de- 
partment, manages  the  Cradle  Koll  and  teaches  the  ad- 
vanced grades.  She  is  ably  assisted  by  Misses  Sophia 
Busbee  and  Frances  Fort,  Mrs.  J.  R.  Harder  and  Miss 
Rena  Kirby. 

The  Beginners'  Class  is  taught  by  Miss  Pauline  Hill. 

The  Alfred  H.  Moment  Class  (Men's  Bible  Class) 

The  Alfred  H.  Moment  Class  was  organized  under 
that  name  on  July  4,  1909,  but  as  the  Men's  Bible  Class 
of  the  Sunday  School  had  had  quite  a  lengthy  exist- 
ence previously,  the  writer  having  been  a  member  of  it 
as  far  back  as  the  late  eighties,  when  it  was  taught  by 
the  late  Edward  R.  Stamps.  However,  it  did  not  at- 
tain its  present  prominence  until  the  late  Dr.  A.  H. 
Moment,  in  remembrance  of  whom  the  class  is  now 
named,  took  charge  of  it  when  he  became  our  pastor. 
His  learning,  and  great  knowledge  of  both  the  Bible 
itself,  and  the  Bible  lands,  combined  with  a  charming 
and  attractive  personality,  at  once  brought  the  class  to 
a  hitherto  unknown  prominence,  and  attracted  many  of 
the  leading  men  in  the  church  to  join  it.  On  his  death 
the  class  chose  Mr.  Alf.  A.  Thompson  as  teacher,  and  it 
is  a  great  tribute  both  to  the  influence  exerted  by  Dr. 
Moment,  even  after  death,  and  to  Mr.  Thompson's  own 
ability  that  the  class  has  continued  to  flourish  with  al- 
most undiminished  numbers  up  to  the  present  day,  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  during  the  last  twelve  months 
the  class  has  lost  by  death  or  removal  from  the  city, 
nearly  one-fourth  of  its  total  membership. 

The  class  organization  at  present  consists  of  Alfred 
A.  Thompson,  Teacher  and  Chairman  Advisory  Commit- 
tee;   Frank   M.    Harper,    President;    Franklin   McNeill, 
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Vice-President;  C.  S.  Brimley,  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
Chairman  Membership  Committee;  B.  F.  Montague, 
Chairman  Visiting  Committee;  W.  T.  Harding,  Chair- 
man Entertainment  Committee;  W.  J.  Grantham,  Chair- 
man Arrangements  Committee. 

The  object  of  the  class  is  to  train  the  members  in 
active  church  work,  and  to  give  opportunity  to  all  to 
enter  into  such  spheres  of  church  activity  as  may  be 
suited  to  their  varying  temperaments.  The  meetings 
are  by  no  means  of  a  formal  character,  every  member 
being  given  full  opportunity  both  to  answer  questions 
on  the  day's  lesson  and  to  give  his  own  unrestrained 
opinions  in  any  discussion  that  may  arise. 

The  class  has  since  its  organization  discussed  many 
plans  for  the  welfare  of  the  Sunday  School,  some  of 
which  seem  in  a  fair  way  of  approaching  fruition. 

Of  all  the  members  of  Mr.  Stamps'  class  of  1888,  only 
two  are  now  in  the  A.  H.  Moment  Class:  these  are  the 
present  Chairman  of  the  Entertainment  Committee,  and 
the  Secretary;  they  were,  I  believe,  the  two  youngest 
members  of  the  Bible  Class  in  those  days,  and  are  still, 
curious  to  say,  among  the  youngest  members  of  the  pres- 
ent A.  H.  Moment  Class,  which  has  replaced  it.

It  was  organized  about  1895, 
and  the  members  have  done  much  valuable  work.  Tt  is 
composed  of  about  seventy-five  young  men  and  young 
women,  nearly  all  of  whom  are  professing  Christians  and 
church  members.  The  object  of  the  League  is  to  de- 
velop the  young  people  of  the  church,  and  to  prepare  and 
encourage  them  as  Christian  workers,  to  take  part  in 
leading  and  conducting  religious  worship,  and  to  manage 
the  social  work  of  the  young  people  of  the  church. 

A  religious  meeting  is  held  every  Sunday,  beginning 
half  an  hour  before  the  evening  service,  conducted  by 
the  officers  of  the  League. 

Social  meetings  and  receptions  are  held  as  occasions 
require.
